Times will read the request for information 
sent by three of our Unoffictal members to 
H.E. the Acting Governor, and Major- 
General Baxxen’s reply, théreto, printed In- 
another column, we opine that he will 
agree that, whatever else it may be, it isthe 
reverse of a “rather small” matter, The 
evil that men do lives after them, and the 
effects of Sir G, W. vs Vaux! polloy are 
not by any means’ forgotten as yet. The 
three representatives of the public—for 
Mr.. Keswicx does not ‘appear in tho 
matter—have returned to the charge with 
acntechism of plain questions respecting 
the Salaries question, to which they have 
been fortunate énough to recelve a prompt’ 
’ and fairly satlsfactory reply, That 1s to say 
« It is satisfactory to know that Governor prs 
Vazux, the man of few. words,” appears 
‘to have authorised at lenst one deliberata 
“mis-statement In’ respect. to this “rather. 
small fatter,’ involving: an expense of 
nearly $100,000 a year to the ratepayers, 
Pérhaps mis-statement is too strong a term 
our readers must judge for themselves, 
On ‘the 14th April the four Unoffictal 
members urged his Excellency to request 
‘Lord Knutsyoro torefrain from sanctioning 
" the Increase of salaries until he‘heard from 
them, On ‘the 20th they asked his 
Excellency {f he had wired, or Intended 
doing so, as, if he would not,’ they would. 
On'the 2tst the Acting Colonial Secretary. 
-replied—"1 am directed by his Excellenc 
to state that he has not so telegraphed, 
‘and does not propose to :do so.” He 
, departed on the 7th.May; leaving the public 
’ répresentatives In ignorance of the fact. 
that he had eaten his words, and had 
actually substantially telegraphed thelr 
message on the 25th April, leaving the 
“invidious duty’ (to quote his ‘pet phrase) 
of imparting the information, to his tem- 
florary successor. poe ;

For several days past rumours, have been 
flrating about that a mab had determined to loot 
and fire the property belonging to. the Jesuit 
Fathers here, the reason for this being that 2 
number of Chinese children had been sefzed and 
killed; and their eyes taken out to make medicine 
for the fathers, Vety little notice was taken of 
these threats by the forelgners, but on Tuesday 
we found ,that our confidence was misplaced, 
Soon after ‘noon of that day crowds began to 
collect ‘round the premises occupled by the 
Fathers, and at about 4.p.m. they broke through 
the walls, buret open the doors, drove the Fathers 
out, and commenced. looting and destroying 
everything they could find. ‘They then set fire ta 
the house {n which the Fathers Ilved, and which 
was a splendid building only finished a few 
months since, the cathedral, hospital, and all 
other buildings in the compound, They’ next 
proceeded to the English Consulate, and began 
to throw: stones through the windnws, and 
destroy the flowers and other properties in the 
garden, and it.was only the timely arrival of the 
Taotal with some men, and the coolness of the 
Consul, (Mr,"Colln Ford) that saved this fine 
bullding from being set on fire. Hundredw of 
savage natives were yelling and howling round - 
the place; and the Consul and his wife had to 
‘disguise themselves in Chinese clothes in order 
taescape from their fury, a 

At 8 o'clock all the foreigners succeeded in 

etting to the Custom House; which Is on the 
fank ofthe river. . The ladies and children were 
sent on to_the, China Navigation Company's 
recelving ship, the Consul and o number of 
foreigners golng off also for thelr protection. 
‘The other foreigners fully armed rematried at the 
Custom House, as word was brought.in that the 
mob Intended to buco it d:wn and all "the 
surrounding buildings, which are occupied by 
members of the Customs staff, and owned by the 
Jesults: Twice daring the night: these houses 
were looted and set on fire, and it was only the 
prompt steps taken by the Commisstoner (Mr, 
Woodruff). and his staff, assisted by the Taotal 
who behaved. very well, that saved the whole o| 
this property from belng burnt, : 

On Wednesday morming things were more 

ulet, and men, women, and children employed. 
themselves in carrying away from the houses of: 
the Fathers: and the Customs offices anything 
they could find, that bad not been looted or dea- 
troyed, By 10 o'clock an immense crowd had 
again collected behind the Custom House, and 
the surrounding buildings were again fired, The 
membera of the Customs staff fully armed: 
charged ‘the crowd again ond again, put out, 
these fires, and by thelr determination and pluck 
succeeded In keeping thousands of men at bay. 
At 4 p.m.we were delighted by the arrival of 
three Chinese gunboats; these were anchored 
between the receiving-ships and the shore, and 
‘at once began to fire offiblank cartridges, and it 
was very amusing to see the mob flylng as’ 
though showers, of grape were falling amonget 
them tt go. <P 
Some 200 soldiers have turned up this morning 
from Taiplog Fu, so for the time belng we [cel 
again'safe, Great praise is due to Mr. Woodruff 
cand his staff for. the determined way in which 
thoy protected the Custom House, their action 
proving that afew men armed with rifles and 
endowed with pluck are quite sufficient to stop:a 
big Chinese mab, No rifle was fired, but 9 few 
touches of the bayonet, and a prick or.two from 
a sword, showed these people that the foreigners 
were not to be trifled with,, There’ is no bt"

were finally worked up to such a pitch, that they 
made an attack on the Roman Catholic premlacs 
and as they came In nt the front the prlests 
escaped by the back, The mob set fire. tothe 
place, pouring oll on the woodwork to make it 
burn better, The rioters dug up some craves on 
the premises and ‘broke open ‘the coffins, ‘The 
report that an‘old woman and two children were: 
burnt to death fortunntely turns out to be Incor- 
rect, a8 the missing woman has since arrived at 
Shanghai: " aks ‘ 

The Chinese men-of-war: which arrived ‘a 
pm. on Wednesday were on thelr way upithe 
river eacorting H,E, Shéo Ping-chéng, Governor 
of Anhui, the late acting Viceroy at Nanking, who 
left here Inst week, and had no knowledge af 
the rot at Wuhu till they arrived there. They 
archored abreast of the vamén and after the 
Consol had heen on board, shifted their berths 
and moored inside the hulks so ns to be able ta 
getatthe mob‘if necessary, Before ‘they had 
arrived, some fifteen’ of the rloters had been 
Arrested and tied up, but H.E. suggested to the 
Taotal that he should release’ them, for if he 
wanted them again, he could always find them.. 
At : p.m, the men-of-war fired blank cartridge 
and soon after it begin to rain and the mo! 


commenced to melt away, : 


By 7 p.m. the mob was quieter, and during the 
night tho'soldiers were firing blank cartridge to: 
scare the people away At 0.30 a.m, on Thurs- 
day there was a sniall fire but it was soon put 
out, At ram, the Yuenwo arrived, having 
made a smart -run down from Kiuklang to 
response: to a telegram, and at 6 am, the 
Tehshing leftfor Shanghai and the Yuenwo left 
at noon, 3 : i 
' ‘The mob went systematically to work atid, 
pulled down the buildings as If they were paid 
for the job. They carefully took the hinges off 
the doors and windows, using screwdrivers, so 
that they might be sold or used again, and took 
away in boats all they could’carry. Before the 
houses were fired a2 man dressed in silks, with 
a fan In one hand. and a red flag in the other, 
directed the mob where they were to work, ‘ 


On the moming of Wednesday, when the 
second riot occurred, the rioters encouraged each. 
other with crles of fa, éa, and then proceeded to 
the R.C, Mission, They could be seen stream- 
{ng Into the compound like swarms of ents, and 
thelr numbers were estimated at 10,000, The 
mob did not make any demonstrations against 
the Methodist Episcopal (American) Mission, 
which is soml distance from the Roman Catholic 
premises, but the British Consul told the mis- 
sionaries that’ he, would not take. any respon- 
albility inthe event of further trouble, so,they 
came ‘away In the Zehkshing, but Mr. Whalley 
remained behind, living ‘on the hulk with the 
other foreigners, Two of the ladies who came 
‘down in the stenmer lost grerything they had, 
and only escaped {n what they stood upright in, 

The Tahshing arrived at Wahw at 6 a.m, on 
Wednesday and was soon afterwards informed 
of the rlot.* She. went’ alongside the Lé-tad, 
where they found the Indies and children of 
Wubu on board, this hulk having been selected 
as it is an iron'one and could not be so ‘easlly 
destroyed as the wooden ones. They were all, 
taken on board the 7ehshfng and Captain Cain 
and his officers and engincers did all they could 
to make them comfortable, and brought them on, 
to Shanghni. :At Chinkiang they picked up the 
priests who had. escaped from Wuht in a boat 
and had been seen by the £l/z, They had 
arrlvedatChinklangan houtbeforethe Tehshing, 
While the mob.was demoliching the Cathedral,’ 
Captain Cain! went on ‘shore. and walked up to 
the place, but was not molested, although he 
stayed some time looking on at the work'of
